Ml 45 was filed 
by the Heine Safety Boiler Company 
against the Maysville Water Company. 

The plaintiff claims that in compliance 
with a contract made in May, 18D5, it de- 
livered to the defendant two Heine pat 
ent safety boilers, formerly used by the 
Boston Heating Company, for which, it 
is alleged, defendant agreed to pay $2,150. 

Of tbis, it is alleged, only $750 has been 
paid. 

There are also due, it is s'leged, small 
sums for certain sundries. 

On tbe other hand. Tub Lbdoer learns 
that the Water Company resists payment 
on tbe ground that the boilers do not 
come up to the requiremenls. and to what 
the manufacturers guaranteed. 

They were to accomplish certain re- 
sults with a specific expenditure of fuel; 
but they have failed to do so. 
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the 



Northern Bank, which is the Stale De 
pository there,- has refused to pay the 
January claims of the Eastern Kentucky 
Lunatic Asylum, amounting lo $13,000. 
The state already owes the Northern 
Bank |90,000 for money advanced to pay 
the Eastern Kentucky Lunatic Asylum 
claims. The officials of the bank say they 
will not loan the state any more money 
until the Legislature takes some steps to 
ward paying the amount already due. 

Tbe Lexington Board of Education 
finds itself without money to run the city 
schools. The $28,000 due the city from 
the State School Fund is past due and 
will not be available until the first of 
July. State employes will be given war- 
rants on the State Treasury for tbe 
amounts due them, but the banks have 
already given notice that they will shave 
these warrants 8 rer cent., and some of 
the banks refuse to discount them at any 
price.

HIS NATIVE HOME. 



Hillbboro, O., Feb. 8th, 1896. 
Editor Public Ledger: I received the 
following slip giving an account et J. M 
LeMoine, F. R. 8. of Quebec, who is lo 
Canada and Quebec especially what the 
late Lewis Collins and his son, Richard 
H. Collins, were to Kentucky, and the 
late Henry Howe was to Ohio and Vir- 
ginia, the great authority and chronicler 
of events. The slip was written for 
Progress, a St. John paper, New Bruns 
wick, by Rev Arthur John Lockhart of 
Hampden Corner, Me., a scholar, a gen- 
tleman and a writer of both prose and 
verse of great reputation in Eastern cir- 
cles, while at the same time a devoted 
Minister of the Gospel. My aunt, Mrs 
Emily Dobyns, knows of bim through 
his latest work. "Beside the Narragua- 
gus," so do most of our Ohio people. I 
submit the slip, together with the most 
beautiful and artistic poem of the last 
decade, addressed by Mr. Lockhart to 
Mr. LeMoine, and thus hope to introduce 
him to my old home— my native home- 
never forgotten, but fresh in my memory 
as when as schoolboy I carried a satchel 
along the banks of the beautiful river 
and attended the old academy of Rand 
& Richeson (the Rugby School of Ken 
lucky ) Mrs. Robert A. Cochran (who 
so lately lost by death a husband whom I 
knew but to respect and esteem) was a 
pupil, and many other ladies and present 
business men of Maysville in the days 
detween 1845 and 1850.

The Schooner Florida Wrecked 
on Salisbury Beach. 



the Life Boats Mashed in an At- 
tempt to Launch Thtm. 



Newsurtpokt, Mass., Feb. 10.— The 
three-masted sohooner Florida, of New 
York, went ashore Saturday afternoon 
on Salisbury beach. When first •ob- 
served by two SeabrooW fishermen, 
seven men were aeen on the schooner. 
They attempted to launch a boat, but 
it was smashed to pieces In the terrible 
aeaa The men took to the rig- 
ging and lashed themselves to 
the main and mizxen masts. There 
la no life saving station at 
Salisbury beach, the nearest one be- 
ing at Flum island, but the Merrimac 
river separates them and there is no 
means of communication exoept via 
Newbttryport. The telephone etation 
ia three miles distant and to thla point 
one of the fishermen hastened. He 
communicated with this city and the 
station at Flum island was notified. 
Shortly after eight o'clock the life (sev- 
ers started to throw a life line to the 
ill-fated vessel, but owing to darkness 
and the heavy wind no definite aim 
could be taken. About 9 o'clock one 
body was washed aehore, and shortly 
afterward a seeond body was observed 
in the surf. At 10 o'clock the life 
savers were endeavoring to get a line 
over to the veesel, and they will con- 
tinue their efforts through the night 
in the hope of rescuing the five men 
who are supposed to be on the 
schooner. It is highly probable, how- 
ever, that all have perished.
